In introducing Ambassador Jusser- 
and. Sir Arthur stated that ho had 
seen fifty years of diplomatic service, 
durinp which time he had sained the 
respect ajid admiration of all nations. 
Sir Arthur also dwelt at considerable 
lrnpth on the excellent relations that 
exist between GrcRt Britain and 
l"ra nee. 

ills Excellency M< Jusserand at 
French Amba.ssador at Washington, 
the first speaker of the evening ad- 
d.-otsed the audience in both English 
and French. Ambassador .lusscrsi nd 
stroased the point of the good rela- 
tions existing between l-'rone.h and En- 
glish Canadians, and told the audience 
that as the Frenchman of France was 
imbued with the spirit of Joan of Arc, 
the French Canadian was likewise In- 
spired by that heroic character Mad- 
'laine de Vereherrs. 

Coming to his Huhjccl for the even- 
ing. "Francis Pa rkman," the Ambuss- 
Hdor stated that included In this great 
historian's abilities as a writer were 
beauty, interest, forte. Intellect and 
character, combined with a powerful 
will. M . Jusserand briefly traced 
farkman's life, mentioning that he 
began to write at the age ni eighteen.

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THE VALUE OF DISAGREEMENT 



Sonic students as well as people, in general, have, the un- 
pleasant habit of disagreeing with nearly everything that anybody 
has to say. Such a custom is a decided nuisance and is also a de- 
parture from the path of politeness, for there is nothing to be said 
for argument for ils own sake. But when one can disagree intelli- 
gently and politely il is another matter. In an editorial on 
"The Value of Disagreement" the Smith College Weekly points 
out this fact. The article is as follows: 

"It is not an uncommon thing to have, a warm nnd com- 
fortable sensation aroused by the words. "1 agree with you.' Voir 
the moment one can almost imagine thai one has uttered words of 
universal moment .but this is but a fleeting sensation and may often 
be followed by one akin to contempt for a person who could not 
sec the wide scope for intelligent disagreement. It would have been 
more exciting and infinitely more stimulating if one's friend had 
•not agreed so entirely. Merely to disagree, however, can have no 
significance: that transforms one into little more than a wrangling 
termagant, a thing to be universally despised. A less vociferous, 
but no less ineffectual person, is the one who "thinks so, too but 
never knows why. One is sorely tempted to retort "Oh. no you 
don't; you don't think at all. 

Disagreement, when intelligent and well founded and above 
nil well supported, is a powerful thing. Its power varies in so far 
as it is divested of the "1 don't know why 1 think so but 1 do" at- 
titude. To learn to disagree politely but firmly is indeed a fine art. 
Probably there is no better training ground for acquiring this than 
on -the debating platform. There one is restrained by the exigen- 
cies of the occasion from stamping one's foot and flying into a 
temper, however exasperating one's opponent may be. But let 
us not think that the value of debating is only for those who stand 
on the platform.. It is not an ordeal which they are going through 
sBlely for the good of their own souls. 

"Perhaps, if one merely sits and listens, one may be inspired 
to become of an inquiring and questioning mind, and realize that 
disagreements, when logically and calmly worked out, do not re- 
duce one to the state of a squabbling child, but rather may pro- 
voke thought in other minds, to say nothing of our own.- To 
think is good, and sometimes we may thus discover something new 
and delightfully surprising."

The Tyranny of 
Words 

Somebody or.ee said that language 
was- fflv«jh to man to coneir/k! his 
thoughts. T laughed when 1 first rend 
that. Another one ot those nt^antngr- 
Kk paradoxes Which some amateur 
Chesterton or Shaw has evolved in an 
:dio moment'. Surd;* everyone Knows 
ih.V. îanK'ui'KO was create.! in order 
to express thoughts, to provide for the 
easy interchange of ideas, to facilitate 
contact between mind and mind, 
to servo as thought's instrument. 
Surely — bin as usual there was 
another side to the picture, and 1 
laupiicd ^i little less heartily when 1 
began to sec it. Hero was one para.. 
<io\ which was not quite meaningless 
after all. 1 humbly hepeed its anther's 
pardon! 

1 have no quarrel with the accepted 
view about the origin of lauKua.ce. 
The anthropologists may say what 
they will about that. What interests 
me is the fact that although language 
tnay have Loon originally an instru- 
ment ap thought, a moans of expres- 
sion. I: has now far transcended any 
■ imitations, placed upon it by reason 
..f its Mumble beginnings. It has re- 
belled against its subordinate position 
and insisted upon recognition in its 
own right. It hns deposed its former 
lord and master. Devised as a means 
t.. an end, the end of expressing 
tlit>ug!!i. it bus largely become an end 
in Itself. Only occasionally docs it 
return to ils former, more menial 
dut les.

When 
lllltun uses the word "eglantine" we 
care little whether he has used it in 
its real meaning: we care a great deal 
whether it fits in with the rhythm of 
his verse, whether it adds to its beauty, 
and makes it sound a little more pleas- 



hns such a great fascination for some 
minds that even when they have- 
thrown over nil Its dogmas and doc- 
trines, and adopted a "Way of life" 
based upon moral and humanitarian 
principles devoid of any theological 
coloring, they still insist Upon Calling 
their way of life "religion The word 
"progress", too, has become an Idol 
that must always bo worshipped, In 
spite of the fact that the crimes corn* 
milled in its name should at least 
teach us in look into Its meaning • 
little carefully. 

Moralizing is not a popular pastime, 
1 know. Perhaps, however, 1 may' be 
allowed to point a little moral for once. 
Words should be our instruments, not 
our masters. As soon as we allow 
them to rule us. to cenfuso Ihe issues 
lor us and prevent our thinking clear- 
ly, we cause them to fail in the pur- 
pose for which they were created. 
Words are not ends in ihoju solves. 
I! wo pel them in their proper price, 
and keep them from exerting aY. undue 
Influence upon our thinking, we may 
come n Vittle closer to ihe logical sol- 
ution of some of our proi.Mcins.

This despotism of language oyer 
thought often leads to beautiful re- 
sults; it .may be a "benevolent des- 
potisms," tt, borrow a plirase from the 
liistd'iniVs like most despotisms, 
however, it has its dm wbuejts, none 
inure striking or more pitiful than the 
oratorical wind-batr who revels in 
sonorous polysyllables and iuever-ond- 
in;t periods, who loses himself in ad- 
miration of the words which pour in 
oiu- continuous stream from a seem- 
ingly , inexhaustible source, and who 
blirfds himself and Ids:, hearers to any 
and every idea wiiicii can help en- 
lighten the subject under discussion. 
'i'uu all know of the type; perhaps only 
loo well. Disraeli mellifluous!}- de- 
scribed him long ago as "intoxicated 
with the exuberance of his own ver- 
bosity. " lie is a slave lo words. He 
can not possibly speak in simple 
straightforward terms. His language 
effectively cloaks any thoughts which 
may have found their way into bis 
ponderous brain. "Words, idle words, 
we know not what they mean." 

Here is another type- of power which 
words have over us: which 1 should 
like to touch upon brie.Vy. .Many 
words are used with more than one 
meaning, .v.id they form many and 
varied associations. If it should hap- 
pen thai one of these associations iB 
repulsive or unpleasant to us in any 
way. we loud to develop a hatred and 
a fear of that word lota'ly out of 
proportion io our fear of wiiat the 
wot.! really stands for. The true 
meaning fades into obscurity, and the 
'..■no' itself stands out as u reality to 
he shunned as if it were the plague 
itself. 

"Free -thinker!' is such » word, or 
was until recently. To must of our 
ancestors, it was enough to call » man 
a I reo- thinker to brand him forever 
as outside Ihe pale of polite society. 
And this in spite of the fact that 
lo "think freely" and independently 
must be the goal of every true «eeliçr 
aftpr knowledge. "Compromise'' is 
another such word. It conjures up 
visions of moral defeat, „t nplneless 
. opalescence in a hostile policy, of 
unfaithfulness to one's principles', yet. 
it is by compromise, by fitting one's 
Opinions into Die opinions of others, by 
tjcceptinj,' haif-y-ioaf with the hope 
Ilia; tin; other half will Come later, 
tii.-H much, of social and moral pro- 
gi;oss lias been accomplished . And 
When we speak of "radicalism" we see 
in our mind's eye revolution and riot 
find red flags; in spite of the facl that 
ili" word applies at least equally well 
to Ihe theories of the. quiet mikl-man. 
mycil college professer who looks fo» 
•I t.ho.rougoing reconstruction of many 
liijjst institutions. . 

The other side of the shield is ctiuab 
Jy inlerestirfg. Parallel with the blind 
hatred of u word we find an crjually

RECENT^ BOOKS 

"Roosevelt." 

by Lord Charntvood. 

Lord Chain wood, having exercised his 
mythopoeic faculty upon Abraham 
Lincoln, now .turns his attention to 
Theodore Kopscvcll . lîcCwcsîi Churn - 
wood's Lincoln and the Lincoln of his- 
tory there are many points of resemb- 
lance. Indeed fifty years of meticu- 
lous research have only served io bring 
out with greater distinctness that 
amtsiiig figure. No one denies that 
ho deserves a!! the reverence paid 
hit:: The "ïva'.cc fowatvla ner«-" and 
the "charity for all" of his Second 
Inaugural really seem to' have his 
ruiui-s to conduct.- 

VCaji..r.ooscyelt. it is . not quite -the 
same* "story. It may be granted that 
he possessed remarkably energy, that 
he had the knack of launching phrases 
destined to be widley quoted, and that 
he could stir the emotions of the 
more impressionable of his compat- 
riots. But along with this was a con- 
stituting! inability to admit that 
there could ho the slightest tinge of 
truth in au opponent's contention, al- 
though he himself might have he- 
versed his own opinion over night. 
Someone once applied to him the 
admonition of Cromwell: "I beseech 
you, in the bowels of Christ, lo con- 
sider the possibility that you may be 
mistaken." Nor was it ever possible 
for him to put the smallest touch of 
generosity into his dealings with his 
adversaries, even with those who had 
served him in the past , 

This is not the place for a full ex- 
amination either of I-toosevelt's career 
or of Chain wood's estimate of him. 
But one detail may be discussed, es- 
pecially as It is a matter in which we 
in Canada are considerably interested. 
Lord Charnwood has persuaded blm- 
belf that had Uoosevclt been President 
in 1514, "lie would have immediately 
ranged the United .Stales alongside 
Britain on the ou tibieuJt of the war." 

And now comes the Hon. Gideon 
Murray. Master of. Klibarik, in a. letter 
lo the London Times; to corroborate 
this. Mr-. .Murray jells us that in the 
latter part of 391C„ while he was 
Governor at St. Lucia In the West 
Indies, Mr. Kooscvolt visited the is- 
land. He adds, "The day of his ar- 
rival he dined with me, and in the 
course of the conversation J ventured 
to as!: him what his attitude would 
have been if he had been Prcsidenl 
when the war broke out. He replied 
without hesitation, " would baye come 
right in ai the commencement." 

Unfortunately for the myth m alter 
.Mr. Roosevelt told us himself what 
he thought in 1614 . In those days he 
was a. frequent contributor lo the 
"Outlook" of Xew York, and in the 
nu wilier dated September :i8rd, he had 
an article of several liages in which ho 
gave his opinion cm the war, and ihe 
attitude which his 'country HliloulfJ 
assume towards it. Here arc a fow 
sentences from the article: — 

"Our country stands well n.jgl) alone 
among the great civilized powers io 
being unshaken toy I ho present world- 
wide war. Kor this wc should be 
humbly aad profoundly si'fl.lefij) ." 

"As regards tho actions of most of 
the. combatants if is possible sincerely 
t.o ui|('« and defend oit lier of Ihe op. 
poslto views concerning their actions." 

"It is certainly eminently dcairablo 
that wc should remain entirely jieul- 
ral.", 

"We have not the smallest responsi- 
bility for what has befallen her" (Bel- 
glum) , 

The fuel is l|iul Ihe last years of 
Itoosevcll's life were embittered by 
his furious and insane jcolousy oi 
Wilson. It got ho thai he never know 
what he tliouglit ahoiii anything until 
Wilson bad spoken. Then lie Uioughl 
Just the opposite. His other pussion 
was an uncontrollable desire lo got 
back to the White House. He should 
have accented the Jionourary Presi- 
dency of his own Justly celebrated 
Ananias Cl.iib.

and "thos lJumhclls again" 1 felt any- 
thing hut "Cheerio." But Captain 
I'lttnkett's gallant baud brought me 
hack front u gloomy ruttiro to a hilari- 
ous present within aa very short lime. 
Five minutes after the riso of the cur- 
tain all maledictions on New York 
hooking agencies had been forgotten 
when the inimitable Sinn. Bennett 
sang his:— 

"Yes-No, I have no pyjamas. 

"I have no pyjamas to wear." 

The Dumbells have undoubtedly im- 
proved In sttigo-erafl. There is .an 
ttcuracy of balance about the whole 
performance that accointa for a t'ood 
iwrt of its merit.

Dr. Clroufell went on h, Mule thai 
the fjords or Labrador are much more 
interesting n n»l ho.-i.tillful Hum those In 
N'orway. One he described which ran 
•10 miles Inland, with a width of aboul 
one mill a half miles nud :;,000 foot 
sheer rise on each side. Farther North 
there in a river called the "NomelCKH 
River" which has a talis lis liiirh and 
as beautiful us niiy In ihe world, 
matched only by Ihe grc.it Niagara. 
Falls. .\"o one knows the hotiiutry of 
Labrador. 11 Isa country 111 lie known 
even yet . 

When Or. Grcnfoll first saw and 
worked hi ihe Labrador ho could not 
leave it. The Idea of going hack to 
London and settling down to a life 
of more or less uselessncss was in- 
tolerable to h I in. In Labrador he saw 
legs broken that would, never lie set 
if ho did not set I hem, cataracts to 
ho treated, work to he done that none 
of the natives could even try to do. 

- 

The idea of pounds, shillings and 
pence did not enter into tho scheme of 
his life. To have a mother bring a 
child 100 miles to bo iroatcd made 
him feel that "even ns useless a person 
as himself could contribute something 
to the life of someone else." There 
Is no rcynl prescription for tho help 
of ti Labrador worker. He must work! 
That is all. One group of American 
Students arc running a mission of 
their own. Another group of six 
girls from Chicago brought six goats 
with them to the North country. The 
girls are helping In Sociul work; tho 
goats are being milked to supply milk 
for the babies. 

Dr. Gronfell ondod bis "address by 
giving a short account, of the work 
Hint is being done Introducing in- 
dustries for the spare hours of tho 
winter. ' "Moro munoy moans moro 
milk, moro milk less rickets" so it Is 
of value to Introduce the cash system 
and industrialism on a smnll scale in 
this country, lie said tho people ot 
'his country' are splendid to live with, 
great workers, anil oven grout mental- 
ly when given the chances. Whon 
sent to collego they rank higher than 
thoso who have had previous acndumlo 
training.

NOTABLE MEN GA\?E TALKS 
ON PARKMAN 

(Continued from Page 11 
Throughout his entile works Pnrkmati 
has always been fair to both the Un- 
glish and the French, and this has been 
instrumental in gaining for him the 
admiration of all .-vaders of bb.iory. 

Parkman's health was at times so 
bad that he could read but five min- 
utes a day and that with great diffi- 
culty. He was for many years on the 
verge ol insanity, but despite these 
great physical detriments, he succeed- 
ed in writing what is regarded as one 
world's greatest histories. Parkman 
had a great abhorrence for museums 
and ruins. He is alleged to have stat- 
ed on one occasion, that he would go 
further to look into the crater of Ve- 
suvius than to see all the ruined tem- 
ples in Italy. 

Parkman was not fond of any relifi- 
on. in fact it was difficult to soy of 
which one he was IcaEt fond. Through- 
out his life, however, wtus displayed a 
great love for the fore«t and all con- 
nected with it. This love for the 
woods is manifested in many of the 
great writers works. The most out- 
standing quality of the historian was 
his charm combined with his accuracy 
said M . Jusserand in bringing his ad- 
dress to a close. 

The next speaker was Bliss Ferry. 
Professor of History at Hinar-I l.'ni- 
ccînity. 15.'. 1 prry has béèt- a pro- 
fessor for forty years, said Sir Arthur 
Currie, in introducing the speaker. 
Professor Perry discussed at some 
length the relation of Parkman's early 
readings to his work. The historian's 
earliest ambition was to be a poet, he 
later revised his decision and decided 
to become a novelist, and still later, 
made up his mind thut he would de- 
vote his attentions to history. The 
influence of Byron is easlft- traceable 
in some of his early work. That he 
owes much to Sir Walter Scott is evi- 
dent from other of his writings. 

Throughout his career as a histor- 
ian, the gcat thing that marked out 
Parkman was that "ho must see for 
Himself." He used to spend consider- 
able lime studying' the topography of 
the districts about which he intended 
writing . 

Parkinttn's twelve volumes convey 
to the reader what y moving picture 
entirely devoid of sentimentality, but 
in eaeli scene is I'ocuSHCd sharply, 
would. His work is us gallant an ex- 
ploit as anything accomplished by any 
of his horocH. Parkman was a. stoic, 
and his life work was to give an ac- 
curate unbiassed record of the Améri- 
cain) wilderness, and this he succeed- 
ed in doing as no other could have 
done il . 

Speaking in French, Mens. AegidiUH 
Fautoux gave a. brief account of ihe 
life of Parkman, pointing out to how 
great an extent, he had succeeded In 
depicting Ihe glory of the two coun- 
tries about which he wrote. Parkman 
was indeed n great figure in his cen- 
tury and bus been proclaimed one of 
the world's greatest historians. He is 
especially valued because, of his abil- 
ity to rolate events exactly us I hey 
took place. M.0UH. Knuloux read sev- 
eral aelectloiiH from the work of Ihe 
historian. lie admired greatly Ihe 
author's port raya hi ol such characters 
atl UaKalli' and Frontenac, 

The lusl speaker of t,|ie evening wo a 
\l'JV. ''has. Colby, lor f if Inn years pro- 
fessor ol History at Meçili. Dr. Colby 
paid tribute to the great historian, 
who, he said was also u. great hero,
